Claim 1 is generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species 

wherein the species have different structures, function and immunogenic effects 
wherein the species are (a) allogeneic donor cells (claim 4), (b) xenogeneic donor 
cells (claim 5). 

4. The invention is further subject to election of a single disclosed species. 
Claims 1 and 6 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct
